Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on March 
8, 2007 has been entered. 

Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
rejections in view of each of Wood et al. and Shaw and the obviousness type double 
patenting rejection in view of the claims of US Patent No. 7.014,723 made in the Final 
Rejection mailed December 8, 2006 have been overcome by the amendments to the 
instant claims.

0.9 to 1.9 %Ta. 

0.003 to 0.009 % B, 

0.002 to 0.02 % Zr, 

0.05 to 0.10 %C, 

witli the balance essentially Ni and incidental impurities and the 
third state nozzle is cast from a nickel base alloy consisting of, by weight 
percent; 

5 to 8 % Co, 

22.2 to 22.8 % Cr, 

1.8 to 2.2 %W, 

1.2to2.3%AI, 

1.6to2.4%,Ti. 

the sum of Al and Ti being 2.8 to 4.4 %, 

0.7 to 0.9 % Cb, 

0.9to1.9%Ta, 
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0.003 to 0.009 % B, 
0.002 to 0.02 % Zr, 
0.05 to 0.10 %C. 

with the balance essentially Ni and incidental impurities.
